ning of this year. To comply with 
the new regulations, many schools 
have to completely alter their premises 
while others will have to remove and 
find regulated premises. 

INSUFFICIENT FUNDS 

The petition, presented to. the Direc- 
tor of Education, points out that the 
free schools, established for the educa- 
tion of poor children, are mostly con- 
ducted’ on premises owned by indivi- 
duals and associations, and are oper- 
ated in the neighbourhood of poor 
quarters where it is very difficult to 
procure premises that would answer 
the requirements of the new regula- 
tions. eae 

Available funds of individuals and 
associations are not sufficient for re- 
moving the schools to better premises, 
these schools will have to 
close down throwing some 7,500 
school-children into the streets where 
they will wander about and turn into 
undersiraple characters and give end- 
less trouble to society. and. govern- 


ment.

They are 
therefore better off in having an op- 
portunity of going to school for’ six 
hours daily. The new Regulations 
may improve the health of some of the 
students to a certdin extent, but. it 
may have’ the result of ‘ereating too 
large a number of ‘unhealthy: and .un- 
educated children to the ‘detriment of 
the Colony. <~ ;

$135,000, and to pay a bonus of 50 
cents per share, w: which will amount to 
$45,000, that is to say, a total for divi- 
dend and bonus of $180,000. 

The Company's plant and equipment 
has, continued to~be satisfactory in 
every way and has been maintained in 
good state. 

The business, so far this year, has 
increased somewhat compared with 
the corresponding period of last year, 
but we will not. be able to operate 
this year under such favourable ex- 
change and supply contracts as we 
did during 1939, and there is no doubt 
that our operating costs’ will be in- 
fereased due to the European situation 
which has brought about an increase 
in cost on all supplies needed for the 
operation of the company. 

As the company’s business has ex- 
panded considerably during recent 
years, I belfeve that an increase in the 
directors’ fees should be made-and a: 
proposal to this effect’ will be made 
later for your approval. 

Turning to the financial side of the 
balance sheet, our overdraft has been 
considerably reduced and our cash 
position has also improved. 

Resolutions were ‘passed adopting 
the report . and accounts; confirming 
the election of Mr. Fu-tak-iam to the 
board of directors and re-electing Mr. 
F. J. Gellion; increasing the directors’ 
fees to $1,500 a year; and re-electing 

Bingham and Marthews as 
auditors. 

At the extraordinary meeting which 


followed, Mr. Gellion said:— 
T believe some explanation of the notice 


‘regarding “the increase of capital’ is neces- 


sary. ‘The original capital of the company, 


‘formed in 1910, was $300,000 and, in 1927, 


this was increased to $900,000, by the crea- 
tion of two shares to every one issued. It 
is now proposed to increase the capital to 
$2,000,000, by creating:.110,000 shares at $10 
each. 

When the original company was formed 
in 1910, the generating plant totalled 550 
KK. W. which has been increased from time 
to time, and since .1935 has totalled 5200 
K..W. All of these plant extensions have 
been paid for out of revenue and without 
calling for any increase of capital. and it is 
considered that the increased -capital is 
more commensurate with the value of the 
company’s. undertaking. It is proposed in 
due course to offer some of the increased 
capital on. favourable terms to shareholders 
but further information on this point will 
be given when the terms of issue ‘have been 
‘decided.
